all hands ackncwledged ;, That it s a dut 
incumbent upon all men, not onely to oral. 
6 Gcd with their lips, but alſo to honour God 
with their ſubſtance, and that in a proportionable manner to 
what the Lord hath been pleaſed to betruſt them with , we 
s it were as cheerfully praftiſed as it will be readily erant- 
ed, As there ts no grcater honour that can be put upon 4 
Creature, than to be in a capacity of honcuring Ged, - ne 
ally when to this is added the bleſsing of a largt and wiſe 
heart to underſtand how great a truſt that is, and what a 
glorious advantage us put into hus hands; So there ts no great- 
er Evidence of a ſincere heart than to be unmilling to efer 
to the Lord ſuch Sacrifice as coſt nothing : And as it is a duty 
to honourCod,ſo it is a duty alſo to ſtudy in what wayesGod may 
be honoured, and if one way be more conducing than another 
to the attainment of that great exd, that way is moſt eligible, 
, wiſe and pious Chriſtians ; And althcugh it # 4 =o 
le and neceſſary work to exerciſe Charity tcwards the bodies 
of diſtreſſed perſons, yer thoſe muſt needs be the moſt neble 
acts of Charity which concern the ſculs of men, ſeeing both 
the ebj ect of them us more eXcellent,and the effects more dura- 
ble, And as the means inſtitwted by Chriſt for the good of 
ſouls, is the erection and maintenance of his Church , and 
the j plying of it with an able and pious Miniſtry : So it 
hath been in all ages the care of thoſe whoſe hearts - been 
touched with a ſence of Gods honour, and a fervent deſire of 
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The Prefar e-. 
the Churches enlargement, to afford ſuch liberal ſupplies and' 
encouragements as might bath;prepare-men for, and ſupport. 
them in the work of the Miniſtry, And theſe are the ends 
which hawe been principally aimed at by all, but all have nat 
uſed the ſame means to theſe ends, nor are all means equally 
effectual : It i therefore our deſire in this Model to make 
choice of ſuch wayes as to us ſeeme moſt uſeful for the fore- 
mentioned purpoſes : And becauſe the foundation of the work 
lies in the excellencie of the natural parts of ſuch as are de- 
ſrened that way, a / ew [uch being more worth than a farre 
greater proportion of other men, it is therefore of great uſe, 
and we ſhall endeavour that it may be our great care to ſingle 
out ſuch perſons to whom God hath given the n—_ and 
promiſing abilities.: Who if they be placed under the moſt 
learned and godly Tators we can finde, and obliged as fay as 
poſsibly we can to a diligent and eminent improvement in 
knowledge of all ſorts and ſolid piety, we concerve it will be 
n0 arrogance humbly to expect a more than ordinary advane 
tage tothe poor Church, which now, if ever,calls for Teachers 
of exquiſite abilities : And becauſe there are [ome Church- 
works of great concernment which cannot be conveniently 
managed by ſuch as are overwhelmed with preaching work 
( ſuch as the reſolution of weighty doubts and caſes of conſct- 
ence, the ſtopping of the mouths of gain-ſayers and the like) 
it muſt be judged of great advantage to have ſome particu- 
lar perſons exquiſitely fit for (uch works both in regard of na- 
tural and acquired endowments, who ſhould be G apart for 
(uch works to attend' upon them without diftraction.. The ra- 
they, becauſs there are diverſe men, peradventure not emi- 
nent {or preaching gifts, who being wiſely improved, may be 
very ſerviceable to other of theChurches Neefbiies :And the(e 
are the chief intendments of the following Model: Yet, for as 
much as there may be diverſe towardly youths, of competent 
parts (though ſhort of the eminencie that ſome others attaine 
in) and meane condition , who may be of. good uſe in the Mi- 
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niſterial work , and ſeeing the ordinary nece[s1ties of the 
Church are not to be neglected, eſpecially the condition of 
Iteland and Wales, and ſome dark parts of England being 
ſo dolefull and diſmal,zwe hope it will be an acceptable work to 
lay in proviſion in this Model, whereby fit perſons may be 
ſent into thoſe _+u which by reaſon of their diſtance many 
cannot, and others do not go into : We confeſſe, as we ſhall not 
be wanting in our prayers and endeavours, as far as God ſhall 
enable us ſincerely and impartially to look to theſe ends and 
wayes propounded ; ſo we cannot but hope in God that the 
bowels of many precious ſouls will be refreſhed by theſe means, 

we are confident whoever ſhall engage their hearts in 
this free-will-offering to God, will have no cauſe to repent of 
it, nor ſhall it be a grief of heart to any-at the laſt day (when 
the ruſt of other mens ſilver ſhall riſe up againſt them to 
their everlaſting confuſion) to have been the hath? inſtru- 
ments of enlarging the Church, and propacating the Goſpel, 
and [avin of foul ; and in this ifs alſo the generations to 
come ſhall call them bleſſed,

planted at the Ka omg + forced to remove, beiides many other 
inconveniences ) we do earneſtly defire that God would fhrre 
up the hearts of thoſe whoſe eſtates will bear it, to ſubſcribe for 
Elphe yeares or more, or for ever. Which ye ſhall look on 
aSa Noble and Eminent a& of Charity, and which preſent 
and future ages may have cauſe to bleſſe God for, 'and as the 
molt proper and onely certain courſe to promote the intended 
defigne, and to prevent the forementioned miſchiefs, yer if 
” any ſhall contribute any thing upon other rermes, we judge it 
avery acceptable ſeryice, andwe hope ic will occafion thank(- 
glving to God on theit behalf, 

Seft,, 3. Thatthe money colle&ed, be diſpoſed of by per- 
ſons choſen to be Truſtees not exceeding the number of fifty, 
whereof thirry to be Gentlemien or Citizens of Eminency,and 
twenty tobe Miniſters in or within'five mules of the Ciry of Lon- 
don;0k which number any 7.co be a Qhorum, whereof three to be 

Miniſters.

"Miniſters: And hat theſe Truſtees do ſolemnly engage them- 
ſelves to proceed in all things without partiality, as they ſhall 
judge belt for the publick good, and nor to be byaſled by any fa- 
vcurs or recommendations or reſpe&s whatſoever. 

And that when any Miniſter who is a Truſtee dierh, or refu- 

ſeth. ro a&t further in the buſinefſe, or removerh ten miles from 
the City of London, or by the reſt of the Truſtees is judged to 
deſerve diſmiſſion from this Truſt, the reft of the Truſtees, 
or any nine of them, ( norice being given to the generality of 
the Truſtees of the meeting, and of the end of ic ) being met 
together, proceed to chooſe another. And thar _—_— 
ly engage themſelves to chooſe one whom for piety, diſcretion, 
learning, fidelity, aRtivity, publick ſpiritedneſle, ingenuty , 
and other neceſlary qualifications, they judge fit for the work. 
And that when any other.of the Truftees,to wit, Gentlemen,or 
Citizens die or refuſe to a& further, or are by the relt judged 
unfit to continue in this Truſt ; the reſt of the Truſtees or 
any nine of them, ( notice being generally given to the Truſtees 
of the meeting, and of the end of it ) being met together , 
proceed to chooſe another, and that they chooſe one of con- 
ſiderable quality, wiſdome, known incegricy, and affe&ions to 
the advancement of Religion and Learning, 

Seft. 4. That the Truſtees do chooſe a Treaſurer ( being a 
perſon of unqueſtionable fidelity ) from year to year upon the 
ryenty firſt day of March, to begin to exerciſe his Truſt 
AMarch the twenty fifth following, who ſhall be accountable 
tothe Truſtees once a Quarter, or to any ſeven or more of 
them ; And that the Treaſurers diſchatge be ſufficient to any 
that ſhall pay the money. And that the "Treaſurer ſhall nor 
diſpoſe of any of the money, bur according to the dire&ion of 
the ſaid Truſtees, or any ſeven of them, ( whereof three to be 
Miniſters)met together for that purpoſe,(notice being generally 
viven of ſuch a meering;)to be expreſſed in writing in a book to 
be kept for that uſe by one of the Truſtees appointed by the reſt, 

Seft. 5. That the Truſtees,or any five of them,(wheteof three 
to beMinifters)appointed by the reſt or any nine of the reſt mer 
rogether,norice {till being generally given to theTruftees of the 
meeting , ſhall go about to Schooles in or within cyen- 

ty mules of the City of Lender, or thereabouts ; and ſhall = 
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ferre with the Schoole-Maſters aad out of {ix of the moſt inge- 
nious Boyes being ſtriftly examined, two of the beſt be choten. 
And foto go from one Schoole to another. And becauſe we would 
not have the benefit of this work contin'd ro Loxden, and the 
adjacent parts : But as we hope for help fron diverſe perſons in 
the ſeveral Counties, and as for the future any County is ca- 
po of enjoying ſuch Miniſters as through Gods bleſſing ſhall 

ſent forth by the care of the Truſtees, ſo for che preſent we 
would have ingenious boyes ofany County to be capable of ir, 
and therefore if any lad of rare parts from any place be recom- 
mended and found to be ſuch, rhat care be taken to maintain him 
and inſtru&t hin! mogg-perfeRly in ſome eminent Schoole where 
the Truſtees think fir, "2nd fo fend him to the Univerſity - or 
chat for this preſent time (bur no mort) the Students be pick- 
ed out of the moſt ingenious Scholars of the firſt or ſecond year 
that now are at the Univerſity, fix out of twelve : and that 
more reſpet be had to their parts, than learning, ſeeing 
learning may be added. And that for fach as ſhall be 
choſen, if chey have any parents,or ſuch friends as have a power 
to diſpoſe of them,, both the ſtudents and their parents, or ſuch 
friends ſhall promiſe in writing that they will ſubmit to the 
Truſtees for the education of ſuch ſtudents, both as to the man» 
ner ofit and the time, as both are expreſſed in th's Model. 

Se. 6.That the boyes to be choſen be, as of eminent parts, 
ſo of an ingenuous diſpoſition, not enemies to godlineſſe, nor 
ſach as have « ſufficient maintenance any other way. That they 
be the children of ſuch parents as are, r.not Scoffers at godlineſle, 
2. Nor men of corrupt principles as to the weighty poynts of 
Religion. 3, Such as are poor,or butina mean condition: Yet 
if a boy be toward)y and pious, his parents corruption ſhall te 
no prejudice to him, but godlineſſe wherever it is ſhall be in a 
ſpecial manner conſidered. 

Set. 7. That the boyes ſo choſen be fent to the Univerſity,and 
be there placed under fuch Tutours as the Truſtees ſhak chooſe, 
(who ſhall be men as near,as may be eminent both for godlineſſe 
and learning,and care of their Pupils) which Tutours ſhall have 
for their encouragement four pounds a year for tuition for each 


of theſe ſtudents, rhat there they have ten or fifteen or twen y 
B pounds

pounds a year allowed them, as the Truſtees ſhall think fic, 
till they be Batchelars, andif nced require, and the Truſtees ſee 
fit,that they be conſidered for their degree, ( as alſd afterwards 
for their Mafter of Arts degree } and atter they are” Batchelars, 
(if they have been very diligent, &c. ) twenty or thirty 
pounds a year,as the Truſtees think fit. And that they ſhall be ob- 
liged to ſtudy to be eminent in the Latine , Greek , Hebrew, 
and other Oriental lauguages, and in the ſeveral Arts and $c- 
ences, {till reſerving a power tothe Truſtees to conſider the diffe- 
rences of the parts or diſpoſitions of lads, and accordingly to ac- 
commodate them. asthey ſee cauſe. And that over and beſides 
their ordinary: Univerſities exereiſes, they be tied to Tpecial ex- 
erciſes in thoſe things as ſhall be thought tit by the Truſtees, and 
ſuch learned men. in. the Univerſity, as they ſhalladviſe with, 
as the making of Speeches, Verſes, Epiſtles, &c in the 
languages, holding diſputations and making LeRures in the 
Marhematu k, Civil Law, &c. 

. Se. $8. That they have their allowance contintted for 
eight. yeares, and that they intend and dire& their ſtudies to- 
wards the Miniftry, and ifcontributions come in ſufficiently a- 
bave what ſhalſnffice for the yearly maintenance of twentyScho- 
lars at theUniverſity in order to theMiniftry ſome more eminently 
able be pick't out of thereſt (whoſe inclinations are rather to 
continne at the Univerſity, and who are fitter for it) who ſhall 
be allowed to take fellowſhips if it ſhall pleaſe any Colledge 
to beftow them npon them, and alſo have ſuch allowance, as 
the Truſtees ſhall judge fit, (according to the excellency of their 
parts and learning, andthe natureof their work, and their ha. 
ving, or. wanting other maintenance,) upon theſe conditions. 
1. Thatthey be obliged to take no Pupils, if they are Fellowes, 
but by the conſent of the Truſtees till chey are Mafters of Arts , 
and.then not too many. 2. That as every ones gerizs leads 
' himgandashe is judged fit, ſo he princigaliy proſecu:e ſome one 
kind of ſtudy,one to be the Linguilt.and princ pally forGreek,ar.d 
for Jewiſkr and Rabinical learning, another the Hiſtorian , and 
Aatiquary, another thePhiloſopher and Mathematician, another 
the PolemicalDivine,on2e or more another thePraRical andCaſu. 
iſfical Divine,another che Univerſaliſt. 3,That each of thoſe em-

ploy themſelves ( when occaſion ſhall require, and the Truſtees 
ſhall reafonably deſire ) in ſuch works as ſhall be uleful and ne- 
ceſſary. Andif there be a ſufficiency of contribution above whac 
fhall taffice for choſe before meationed ends,the reſt be employed 
asthe Truſtees ſhal{ think fir{ provided alwayes it be imployed 
for the apparent advancement of learning and piety ) and, 
whereas diverſe afterthey have been four \ cars at the Univerlity, 
are forced. ch poverty to go. away, ere they commence 
Batchelars, orpreſencly after, and co enter into che Miniſt 
while they ate raw, that aſpecial regard be had to ſuch, as du- 
ring that four yearshave moſt approved themſelves, and are moſt 
eminent both for learning and PE, that they bave an al- 
lowance for their degree, and alſo to ſupport them atthe Uni- 
verſity three or four yeares more, (provided it be beſtowed u 
ſuch Batchelars, as do truly intend toenterintotheMinſtry.) 

Se. 9. Thatonce ina year the Truſtees, or any five of them 
appointed by the reſt, whereof three to be Miniſters, 
go to the Univerſity, and there ( with the help of ſome able U- 
niverſity men ) finde out their profiting , that if any excell the 
ret, &c. the Truſtees ſha!l give them ſuch encour © as 
they ſhall ſee fir, and that if chere be conlcience-latisfying evi- 
dence of the idleneſle or diffoluteneſſe, or any depravedaefle of 
any of them, the Truſtees, either then, or at any other time after 
admonition and tryal for ſo long time asthey fall think fir, may 
withdraw the exhibition from them, &cbuſe others in their place. 

Se. 10. That once ina year there betwo or three picked 
out of the Students, by the Truſtees, ro come up to Low- 
don ( their charges being born ) todo ſome learned exerciſes in 
the City, ifche Truſtees think fit, and as they think fie; that fo 
the Contributers may ſee ſome fruit of their colt, and others may 
be excited and encouraged. 

SeZ. 1:. Thatthere be an accurate Method of Rudies pre- 
ſcribed for them {with ſome Latitude for the variety of theirgenr 
ns"s) that ſo no time may be loſt that way. 

Se. 12. That their Tutours be defired tohave a ſpecial eye 
upon them, asto their godlineſſe, and to preſſe them co a dili- 
gent attendance upon all means publick and private contucing 
thereunto. 

Sef.13, That after eight years well ſpent there, the Truſtees

and Contributers do by themſelves-and friends endeavour to 
promote them to a place anſwerable co their merir, 

Seft. 14. That the addition or alteration of Circuddſances 
be left rothe wiſdome of the Truſtees, orany nine, or more 
of them, whereof foure to be Miniſters, provided that notice 
| begivento the Truſtees generally of the meerifty, and of the 
end for which the meeting is appointed, and provided alwayes 
that the ſubſtanrials remain untouched,(to wit,)the bringing up 
of eminent Scholars at the Univerſity, in arder to the Miniſtry, 
and ( if contributions come in ſuſhciently ) the leaving of 0- 
thers at the Univerſity according to the eichth Article. 

Seft.15.That there be two or three choſen out of rheUniver- 
fity, who ſhall be intreared ro take ſome inſpetiion over 
them. 

Seft, 16. That thoſe of the Truſtees that ſhall be choſen b, 
the reſt for any,of the publick work, ſhall have their charzes 
born them. And thar all charges incidental to the work in the 
management of it, (hall b2 allow2d out of the Stock. 

$.17.Andalrhough our grear ainiin this buſineſle is the bringing 
up of Scholars of eminent parts and learning, &the ſupplyinz of 
the Church with choice Miniſters, an4 ſuch as through Gods 
bleſſing may be pillars of rhe Church, yer becauſe the or- 
dinary neceſſities of the Church are alſo to be provided for, ef 
pecially ieeing the deplorable condition of /rt/and and Wales , 

' and ſome deſolate patts of £»gland,cries loud for our aſſiſtance, 
the Truſtees therefore ( after provition made for the foremen- 
tioned branches of the deficne ) ſhall endeavour to take care a- 
bour the maintenance of poor Scholars of comperent abilities 
and good inclinations (though it may be not of eminent parts ) 
at the Univerhty and thall allo;v them whar they ſee kr. 
» And ſuch lads as alſo their parents or ſuch friends as have the 
diſpoſe of them, before they be admirred,ſhall in writing enzace 
themſelves to be willing to be diſpoſed of by the Trultees, and 
to be ſent into /reland, or Wiles, or ſome defiitute parts of 
England, )as the exigencies of the Church require ) T rovided 
alwayes that they ſhall not be ſent ro any ſuch places, unleſle 
there be comperent encourazement for them ( of which the 
Trufices ſhall be judces. ) 

Sect,18.For our Erethren in any Counties who ſhall be pleaſ- 
ed 
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ed to contribute to this work, we deſire that to their former fa- 
vour they would adde this, to take ſome care for the payment of 
their monies in London quarterly , and either ra appoint ſome 
perſon in Loxdo# from whom ir tray be expe&ed quarterly, or 
elſe ro ſendit in ro the Treaſurer, ' +; 
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Here followeth a Teſtimonial from ſome reyerend No- 
ctours, who are Heads of houſes at Cimbridge'; the 
reaſon why here is not a Te imony from Outard, is not out 
of any fooliſh emulation or neglect of that other Renowned U- 
niverſuy, but only becauſe he that negotiatttthe buſineſſe was 
principally acquainted with the Heads of the her Univerſity,

do good, It 4 more blefſed to give, than torecevue, Acts 20. 3y. 
For 
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For the nature of the work before you, conſider, Firſt, 1s it not 
pity that ſo good a breed of wits as England is renowned for, 
ſhould be ftarved for want of culture and. enconragement. Se- 
condly, Is it not pity that ſ6 many thouſands of foules ſhould 
ſtarve in rpnorance, or be poyſoned by ſeducements, for 
want of coſt to procure a remedy. And what abundance that 
may be ſaved by che Miniſtryof fach as you maintain, may bleſſe 
God for you asthe helpers of their falvation, '3. The heceſfi- 
ties of the Church have of late called $tudetits fo young into the 
Miniftry, that eminent Proficients in Languages, Sciences, An« 
tiquities, &c, ; grow thin, and arein danger of being worn out, 
if there be not ſome jar In for choſen wits addicted 
to theſe ſtudies. And what a diſhonour,what a loſle that would 
be to us, the Papiſts would quickly underſtand. 4. The bar- 
barous face of the Greek and. other Eaſtern Churches tells us, 
what need there is of learned inſtruments, for the maintenance 
and propagation of the Truth. Fifthly, What abundance of 
Colledges and Monaſteries can the Romaniſts maintain, to fill 
the World with Miſſionarias of all ſorts , which is the very 
firength of their Kingdome , And is it not pity that a better 
work ſhould be ſtarved through our wanc of pious charity: and 
chat Papiſts ſhould dare us, and we be unfurniſhed with Cham- 
pions to reſiſt them, when we are furniſhed with ſo much evi. 
dence of truth , which yet may eaſily be loſt by ill managing! 
Sixthly, If you are the lervants of Chriſt, above al! you muſt 
now look about you for his Church and Miniſtry. For the Di- 
vel hath given you ſo ſtrong an Allarme, that he that now fits 
ſill, and runs not to his Armes, to help the C hurch, isa Tray- 
tor,and no true Souldier of Chriſt. Papiſts are up, and Atheiſts 
and Infidels and Jewes are up,and abundance of ſecret Apoſtates 
are up openly reproaching the Miniſtry , that privately deride 
Chriſt and the Scripture, and the life ro come, (I know what 
I ſay to be too true) Quakers are up,and all the prophane as farre 
as they dare : And ſhall not we be np co further that Goſpel and 
Miniſtry and Church of Chriſt, which ſo many bands of the 
Prince of darknefſe, are armed to aſſault. Let us diſcourage the 
Devil; by making an advantage of hisafſaults. Let him ſee that 
we never do ſo much for Chriſt and the Church, as when he af- 

ſaulceth them with the fierceſt or curningeſt maliguuty, He = 
| | at 
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hath not fo publick a ſpirit, as to value the well-fare of the 
Church and the ſoules of men, before the fulneſſe of his own e- 
itate, may go away forrowful from Chrift ( as L»ke 18.23,24-.) 
but a true Diſciple be cannot be. It would make a mans heart 
ake to think of the dark ſtate of the world, for want of Preachers. 
Were it but the ſtareof Ire/andand Wales, it ſhould move usto 
compaſſion, And now I offer it to your ſober thoughts, as to 
men that are going to be accountable tor their Talents, whether 
you have a better way to diſpoſe of your money, and a way that 
will be more comfortable to you at death and judgment. I would 
not have you unmerciful to your children : but if you think you 
may not lawfully alienate any of your eltates from them, you are 
farre from the minde of the primitive Chriſtians, that fold all 
and laid ir at the Apoſtles feet, It you ask,why we leave you not 
to your ſelves to be charitable where you ſee cauſe, I anſwer, 
Firſt, there is ſo much difficulty in every good work, even in 
giving fo as to make the beſt of it, that you ſhould be thankful 
to thoſe that will help to facilitate it. Secondly, Great works 
muſt have many hands. Thirdly, ConjunRtion engagerh and 
encourageth, and drawes on thoſe in the company, that elſe 
would lagge behind. What need weelſe aſſociate for our Mini- 
terial works ot inſtruRion, Diſcipline, &c. and leave not every 
Minilter to himſelf: In company we go more cheartully, eaſily, 
regularly and prevalently. And ſhould you not affociate alſo in 
your ducies. 

Well Gentlemen, feeing it is undoubred that the work before 
you, is of great importance to the honour of Chrift, tothe well. 
fare of the Church, to the Proteſtant Religion, to the ſoules of 
thouſands, and to your owneverlaſting benefit, rake heed how 


yourefuſeto do your beſt , leſt God diſtrainon you before you 


are aware and then hold it or your ſoules if you can, And ſay 
not bat you were warned by a. friend that would have had you 
have ſaved your money and your foules, by making the beſt of 
your Maſters ſtock. And if what I have {aid do not perſwade 
you, I intreat you to read a Preface toa Book that 1 have writ- 
ren to this purpole, called, The cracifying of the world, 6, Read 
Gal.6.6,7,8,9,10. Accept thisinvitation to fo good a work,

Az/.e ſts, but to 
ſuch as are poſſeſt with a belief of #1 eternal eſtate of infhmce 
happineſle or miſery : not to fooles,bur to wiſe men who would 
not wilfully neglect any thing, which is neceſlary to ſecure 
them from the wrath to come, It 1s alſo notoriouſly known , 
that the wilful continuance-in the neelect of any one evident 
duty, or the commiſſion of any manitelt {in 1; ſuſhcient ro en- 
ticle'a man to damnation, notwithitanding any | profetſions of 
Relizion or praiſes whatſoever : You cannot but know that 
many periſh eternally, not for any grofle wickednetle vu. ble ro 
the world, but forſhie and ſecret and unobſerved omulion (ins, 
and that theſe are the onely fins which our Saviour tformes a pro- 
ceſle again(t in that famous repreſentation of the laſt ;udegment. 
Mat.25. Andamongft thoſe quttes which men are molt prone 
ro nezlect, are thoſe which are difhculc and coltly and trouble- 
ſome, which made Chriſt pronounce it ſo hard for a rich man 
to enter into the Kingdome of heaven : And therefore you that 
are rich had need double your diligence” to make your calling 
andelection ſure. And truly ir 18 an unſpeakable happinefle 
(if rhe Lord give you hearts to. confider it) that your rich2s 
wiſely managed, may afford you a ſpecial and eminent evidence 
and afſurance of Gods love, and your own future happineſle ; 
foraſmuch as if you freely lay out choſe riches that God hith gra- 
ciouſly given you, for his glory and the Churches good, , it may 
be a notable and ſound diſcovery of a lively faith, (which can 
part with preſent comforts in hopes of thoſe future and unſeen 
conſolations ) a fervent love to God atid the brethren, a reſ0- 
lution topart with all for Chriſt, and a ſerious an true defire cf 
ſalvation : Ason the other hde it is a token of perdition, when 
a mans heart is glued to his riches, andthe preſent evil world, 
wherta man is ſo deſtitute of charity, that rather than part with 
his riches, he will ſuffer, bodies and ſoules to periſh,and the

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glory of God to be turned into ſhame : I beſeech youtherefore 

y the bowels of God have compaſſion upon your immortal 
ſoules, make you friends of the Mammon of antizhteouſneſſe, 
rhrow not yourſelves over-boardto' preſerve your riches, from 
which you can expe& no-other requital, bur this, thar the ruft 
of them ſhall riſe up mn nidgment againſt you at the laſt day : and 
this dury I may the more boldly 5T a you to, becauſe, if you 
make ſe of your reaſon, you will finde the performance of it is

tial man judze, whether ic more advanceth a mans repuration, 
ſordidly ts hoard'up his riches to the diſhonour of Religion, his 
own ſhame and contempt (whereby he lives lamented,and dies
